Zffs in ns the result of the silage be- 
ing too dry when put into the silo. If 
water wns added, not enough was 
used. 
Poor packing may cause the 


same trouble. Mold around the doors 
nnd against the wall Is the result of 
poor construction of the silo which 
allows air to enter. Nothing ran be 
done no^ to remedy the rendition. At 
the next fillirtg time special cure should 
he taken to see that the corn contains 
enouah moisture and that it i* well 
tramped. It is always safest to reject 
moldy silnse especially for lmr«es and 
sheep.'although for cattle there seems 
to he little danger.—C. H.

The scorpions are of the species 


Urofitonus mordiix Tlior. found on the 
Pacific coast 'ami Central" America, 
and was bi ought to the Me Ken/, lie 
county mine on timber used in the 
workings, in the opinion of Dr. H. E. 
Ewing of the U. S. National museum 


at Washington, a .friend of Dr. Web- 
ster, to whom thr latter sant 
the 


spei-imens for more definite identifi- 
cation. 


The sting of the scorpion is poison- 


ous, 
although it is seldom if ever fatal 


to man. The three .specirm-n.i sent to 
the College were about an inch and a 
half long. 
The posterior half of the 


abii'inlen appears like a slendar, tail, 
whiih generally 
is over the back. 


There are four pairs of walking logs, 
and in front a pair of limbs bearing 
large pincers. 
The scorpion is com- 


monly found in the southern portion 
of the United States, but not in the 
northern.
